testified, was paid $450 a year by John 
A. Nichols ‘ to protect life insurance 
interests, always in the interest of the 
business, but not in the interests of the 
officers.” 
After several 
years, he said, 
this 
amount was reduced to $300. 
He did 
not know where Mr. Nichols was get­ 
ting 
tile money, and 
had never 
in­ 
quired 
lie denied that he had ever 
received money 
from the 
Equitable 
Life Assurance society. 
When his fee 
was reduced, however, he understood 
that the Equitable, 
the Mutual Life 
anti the New York Life had each paid 
$150 and that the reduction was due to 
the fact that the New York Life had 
dropped out. of the agreement.. 
An interesting part of the testimony 
was 
reached when 
Mr. Hughes 
in­ 
quired concerning the state insurance 
investigation of 1877. 
Manning said 
he acted as an expert there and found 
that 
the reports oi the
